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Response to Remarks: 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Choy does not teach "each document index partition 
comprising a plurality of document index sub-partitions" because the partitions in Choy are 
partitions of database record. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Please be noted that index 
partition could be partition based on document partition based on search term (as explained in 
Badue's Figures 3 and 4). Therefore, based on the broadest reasonable interpretation of "index 
partition" is dividing index into local index as taught by Choy. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Choy does not teach, "a plurality of partition indexes, each 
corresponding to a respective document index partition" because Choy doesn't teach a plurality 
of "coarse global indexes". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Choy teaches global index 
(partition index) and local index (document index sub-partition) which is consistent with instant 
application, as illustrated in Figure 2C of instant application. Furthermore, Choy teaches that in 
a distributed system, multiple global indexes (or called as different level of local index) can be 
used for parallel query process (column 14, lines 14-35). 
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
